»f tbe finest blends from Cuba and Vir¬ 
ginia. The swallow-tailed waiters were 
dismissed, the doors closed and sw-nrcly 
locked, for the«e great men. who are 
the “cboeen of God” to protect the inter¬ 
ests of the common people (eapectally the 
laboring class), were about to exercise 
their holy functiOD. 

What was Bald by different members 
of that sacred and august company must 
perhaps ever remain a profound secret. 

We are able to form some definite eon* 
elusion as to the outcome of the meet¬ 
ing only by aasodating other events, 
happening concurrently and subsequent 
thereto. . , 

Now, one of tbo conenrrent happenings 
was the presence in New York of the 
secretary of the treasury of the Ignited 
States. Incldenully It may be rt^ 
marked, and the incidence Is quite perti¬ 
nent, that Ibis public official had before 
and frequently been found In the vicin'* 


ity of Wall Slni*!, whenever the slock 
gambling fraternity got together to stni-k 
the cards and arrange n bnm* gatne ui 
the name «»f the I/ird and Iho inicrc.si 
of his dear children. 

Of Hnbs(H|ucnt i-vcnts the first was tin* 
letting loose of $:tD,(NMi,<HM) fn»ni the 
public treasury by KiK»sevelt*s adnitii- 
Istmtion, thrrmgh the before-ini-ntiornNl 
HMTCtary iif the In-asury, of ciMirso. 

Rut this pouring out of tho pi-oplc’s 
money follow*t‘il immedintcly a thrt?at of 
panic from Wall str4*«*t, a thr«*at that 
was taken up iiiid emphasized by all tho 
capitalist nowspap<*rs in the land. Every 
profit-monger, even patriotic skinllint. 
or<-ry npproprintor of valii<-s created by 
the working class, the whole bnuni of 
commercial and industrial bandits were 
beginning to catch tbo panic fever, nio 
case was a n-slly d<-spernto one—at h-ast 
be Roos4‘Vclt administratioD xvas made to 
believe it was. A powerful and immetiiato 
remedy was demandefl to break up th«? 
fever. It’a name was LOOT. It had 
bc?ou efficacious in similar cases before, 
when plentifully prescribed by the physi¬ 
cian called in, and tbe expectant benefi¬ 
ciaries did not doubt that abont $.30.(i00.- 
000 would cure tbe present attack. And 
so a government, which confesstxl itM-If 
nnable to do anything for the starving 
miners in the anthracite fields,* dumped 
into the Wall street maw a sum of 
money equal to the annual wagi-s of 
100,000 minem who toll for Ihe gamblers 
who own, for purposes of private exploi¬ 
tation, the natural n-sonrees and sonal 
capital of the United Stales. 

Another event that followed close the 
threatened panic and the administration 


of tin* ••I'uri'" to pn-Tcnt its t*xlcii-ioii. 
was the invitation t»f Pn-sidi-nt Rimi.*icvi'1i 
. lo tin- coal road prcsitlciils to nnu'i John 
.Mitclicll ill a coafcnnir«- nl tin* Wliitc 
i lloiihc for the piir|s>Si! of sclliiiig the 
! iniiicrs' strike. Iiiciilculally, and 
lra«*t- ch-arly all the probabilities as well 
ns the known facts of the rase, it should 
;be rt'inciulicn’d that Ro(»H>*vclt is a 
Itician as Wi-ll as a i'n-sident. Ilini he 
hop«*s for nil cbu’lion by the p«H'ple to his 
prewnt olluv. 

Now, w'iih the facts that arc indisput¬ 
able. we may draw fn>m them a group 
of defiuclioits, atnrlHng euough In nil c-on- 
science lo the average .Vnicricap p.'itriot, 
but not m*(*i*ssarily sit to the SiM*inl Dcm- 
iw-mi who understands what govertj- 
tnent under the capitalist system means, 
who knows that If the |K-ople wen- awjm* 
of all that is going on in the name <if 
jmvcnmieiit. there would be a revolution 
in iweuty-four hours. 

Hen», then, arc the probabilitii's 
(strong ns proofs of Holy Writ) fur¬ 
nished hy this brief review of farts: 

Plrst—The cry of panic was rnisetl liy 
the stock gamblers of Wall slret-t. iiimii*. 
diate justification for it being found in 
the growing anxiety over the miners' 
strike. 

Second—When the secretary of Ihe 
treasury (nqm-senling the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration) appeansl in New York a 
demand w*na made upon liirti for **n*liei" 
—for thirty millions of ‘cutu*.” without 
which, said the c<-onomic masters, ”Wc 
will ruin your administration.” 

Third—'rhe secrt-iary, wc can readily 
believe, would not meet tho gaiiiblcrs' «le- 
mand without first n-portlng to his chief.

Very 
well: give ns the 'cun-* ns proposed, and 
we will fix mutters so that he will have 
the eri‘<lit and glory of sKtliug the ooul 
strike.”

quid pro quo. his administration was tern- 
liorarily “saves!.'* ami the only disapiMniit- 
ment in the whole transaction wa« that 
the confer»*nc<» failed to send the miners 
back lo the pits to dig coal for 07 cents 
a day!

Roosevelt, who was toM in auch brutal 
terms that bis only duty was t<> furnish 
tnsqM to prote(‘t the operaiors in the 
exen'iv* of tlielr divine privib-ges, bus 
develoiKsI his stn*nuoslty to the fiolnt of 
putting up a wiuan-. uo<*nr»<liti(miil figiit 
.ignin'*t the pulmc eiiciiik-s who haie de¬ 
fied him.

Klmi there arc John John 
sou and J. I*. .Miirphey, bank presideiils 
and CHpitalists; then Samuel Tullmadge 
and Ira B. Smith, U»ard of trade gain 
biers, aud the latter preshleiit of a Idg 
wholesale liouso; then James (J. Klun 
ders, corporation nlloriiey for the I'laiik- 
inton instate and the d«>fuiiet I'lankinton 
tiBiik, ill whhdi so iiiaiiy jsior people lost 
their savings, and \V, II. 'nmliii, a very 
siic<‘t*ssfu( coriKiration lawyer with a 
practiee worth u year; theu 

I>. Adler, of a largi' whoh‘sale clothing 
and labor-sweating eslaldishiuent. ami 
August Li'udtkc, iiiaiiuger of the 
maiumolh rritzlalT llnnlware r.>ni- 
fiany; Uicn there wjis Igiiaix Czer- 
winski. a money lender, ami Michael ('sir- 
|M'nt<T, enpitaiist and prt^ident of a hig 
bri'ud and cracker «*onipaiiy.

The resoluliuua of tbo Trades Council 
exploded like a bomb in tbe midst of the 
poIiUdans and they beg.^n to rack thilr 
braina for ways to aoft-hoap labor and 
cover up the telltale blunder. Bose waa 
away on his campaign work iu tbe atate. 
and Acting Mayor OorconiD fried to fix 
matters up. It waa given out that the 
mayor’a appointees were not final. Cor» 
coran then took tbo matter Into bis own 
bands and drofiped Murphy, Jobuaton, 
Flanders and Adler and named four 
union men and Socialiata as part of tbe 
committee.

*Moader" of Milwaukee named Huebner,
